
THE KENTUCKY DERBY. 



Next Wednesday, May 4, will be marked by 
the decision of the twenty-fourth Kentucky 
Derby. This race from its inauguration when 
the gallant “red horse” Aristides won from 
perhaps the best field that ever started for it. 
ha3 annually ranked among the foremost turf 
events of this country. Its history is illustrated 
by the victories of such great race horses as 
Aristides, Vagrant, Fonso, Hindoo, Leonatus, 
Ben Ali, Spokane, Riley, Halma and Ben Brush, 
and many of the great turf stars of America 
have been among those who vainly tried to carry 
off its honors.

From its institution until 1896 the Derby was 

over the proper mile and a half course but in 
that year it was cut down to a mile and a quar- 
ter. Originally an added money sweepstakes 
it is now of the guaranteed value of $6,000, of 
which the winner takes $5,000. the second horse 
$700 and the third $300. 

For the Derby of this year twenty-four horses 
are eligible to start; but it may be safely as- 
sumed that most of them will be in their stables 
when the big race is run. Racing and training 
operations seem to indicate that this may be 
about the field that will come to the post :

Swing, Goodrich, Frank Thompson, Marcato 
and Sacket are a group still eligible from which 
starters may come on the off-chance. In popu- 
lar estimation all except Lieber Karl, Plaudit 
and Bannockburn have but scant chance of fig- 
uring in the finish. Bannockburn, because of a 
mild attack of catarrhal fever, did not start at 
Memphis, but he will probably be found at the 
post in good condition next Wednesday. 

Just how good Lieber Karl is remains to be 
seen. He was surely a 2-year-old of great speed 
and at Memphis he has won his two stake en- 
gagements without an effort and being well sea- 
soned, is almost sure to go to the post favorite. In 
Plaudit he will meet an antagonist likely to test 
his qualities to the utmost. When this colt in his 
2-year-old form at weight for age defeated such 
a horse as Ben Brush at a mile and a sixteenth 
he at once deservedly took rank as one of the 
best of his age in this country, and as ho has 
trained on in fine form this spring, there is 
every reason to anticipate that he will perform 
up to his best mark of last year. On the whole, 
there is fairly good reason to think that the 
Derby of this year will be fully up to any of its 1 



predecessors in the quality of its contestants 
and the widespread interest their meeting will 
evoke. 



NOTES OF THE TURF. 



J. M. Murphy has sent Carnero and his much 
talked of 2-year-old Streamer to Louisville so 
neither will start at Memphis. Carnero is re- 
ported to be in good condition. Trainers who 
have seen him work say that he will be a hard 
horse to beat in all-aged western handicaps. 
Great things are expected of Streamer, and it is 
said that Murphy has refused an offer of $6,000 
for him. He is by Topgallant, dam Kittie Guqp, 
by Virgil, out of the dam of Moyne, the dam of 
Glenmoyne. 

Latest reports make out the following to be 
the most probable starters for the Metropolitan 
Handicap on the opening day of the Morris 
Park meeting: Ben Holladay, 126; Dr. Catlett, 
124; Don d’Oro, 122; Cleophus, 119; Algol, 112; 
Macy, 110; Imperator, 108; Michael III, 102; 
George Keene, 102; Bowling Brook, 102; Varus, 
100, and Sailor King, 92. 

Greatland ran his last race of the present 
meeting at Newport Tuesday. He is now to be 
sent to Louisville to fill his stake engagements 
there. He is evidently a good colt but it is 
more than probable that few of his opponents 
so far have been of average merit. It will take 
the opposition he is sure to meet later on to 
establish his real class. 

B. J. Johnston has shipped his horses from 
San Francisco to Chicago. B. J.’s California 
campaign was not distinctly a success though 
Paul Griggs did a bit more than his share in the 
way of paying expenses after he got to running 
in his true form. Griggs i6 a very fast horse 
and will be favorably heard from on the Chicago 
tracks next summer. 

The profits of the racing at Ingleside Monday 
and Tuesday of this week were devoted to local 
charities. Both of the San Francisco racing or- 
ganizations annually turn over several thousand 
dollars to the hospital and other benevolent in- 
stitutions of San Francisco and Oakland. It is 
more than a praiseworthy practice. 

The selling race war at Newport is one of the 
main features, with ’Gene Leigh as chief master 
of ceremonies. Through it he lost Dollie Regent 
to James V. Carter Monday, and for his part 
acquired ownership of Protect and Rey del Mar. 
It is mainly a good thing for the jockey club. 

The California Jockey Club will give five extra 
days’ racing at the conclusion of their next 
meeting. One day out of the five will be con- 
ceded to the Pacific Coast Jockey Club, who 
will donate the proceeds to the San Francisco 
orphan asylums. 

It is aunounced that officials for the Lakeside 
meeting will be : Presiding judge, John Kelsey; 
associate judge, W. A. Hamilton; secretary, M. 
Nathanson; starter, Richard Dwyer; clerk of 
the scales, P. P. Pomeroy; paddock judge, Jose 
Loughran. 

The promising 3-year-old Michael III fell dead 
at Gravesend Wednesday after an exercise gal- 
lop of a mile. The colt was thought to have a 
decidedly good chance of winning the Metro- 
politan Handicap at Morris Park. 

Starter Dick Dwyer is I putting in his spare 
time in educating the 2-year-olds at the Roby 
track in the art of facing the starting gate in 
the way all starters desire good 2-year-olds 
should do. 

Trappean started in the sixth race at Ingle- 
side, Tuesday, April 26. He was not included in 
chart 5336, because of an error of transmission 
by telegraph.
